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Ford decision due 
on evader amnesty 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The White House said today 
President Ford plans to announce later this week his deci­ 
sion on amnesty for Vietnam-era draft evaders and 
deserters. 
Press Secretary Ron Nessen said Ford was aware of his 
wife Betty’s comments on the issue Sunday, in which she 
conceded her husband may not have made up his mind but 
that she is opposed to amnesty. 
“Mrs. Ford speaks for herself,” Nessen told reporters at a 
White House briefing 
As the Ford’s ended their vacation at Vail, Colo., Sunday, 
the First Lady told reporters aboard Air Force One: 
“I feel that those mothers who lost their sons in the war 
would feel very upset over the fact that these people just 
took off." 
Nessen, saying that Ford would decide for himself, said 
the President would make known his decision later this 
week. Ford is considering the question at the request of Mrs. 
Janie Hart, widow of the late Sen. Philip Hart, D-Mich., who 
has asked Ford to grant full amnesty. 
On the timing of other actions Ford will take in his last 17 
days in office, Nessen said: 
Legislature eyes 


— Ford has decided to recommend a lifting of federal con­ 
trols on gasoline prices and there is “a strong possibility he 
will send his proposal to Congress Tuesday. It would take ef­ 
fect automatically within 15 days unless rejected by the 
House or Senate. Nessen said Ford’s proposal would be 
"somewhat complex,” but declined to go into specifics. 
— The tax cut plan Ford was expected to send Congress as 
soon as it convened Tuesday might not go to Capital Hill this 
week, although "the major decisions have been made.” He 
declined to give any details. 
— Ford still has made no final decision on a proposed hefty 
pay increase for members of Congress as well as federal 
judges and government executives. He said Ford’s decision 
"will be reflected” in his proposed budget for the 1978 fiscal 
year, which will be submitted Jan. 17. 
— Ford plans to hold another Republican "summit 
meeting” sometime later this week with Ronald Reagan, 
John Connally and Vice President Nelson Rockefeller to dis­ 
cuss the selection of a successor for outgoing GOP National 
Committee Chairwoman Mary Louise Smith. The 
Republican National Committee will assemble here Jan. 14 
to formally pick a new chairman.

Supermarket chains 
urging coffee boycott

Two major supermarket chains are 
urging consumers to boycott coffee by 
switching to substitutes in an effort to 
drive down coffee prices. 


In Boston, Stop & Shop Inc. ran new­ 
spaper advertisements Sunday asking 
shoppers to try tea or fruit juice. 


This week Shopwell Inc., which 
operates 85 Daitch Shopwell super­ 
markets in the New York area, is 
launching a similar newspaper advertis­ 
ing campaign and offering a 20-cents-off 
coupon on the purchase of any size 
package of tea, cocoa or hot chocolate. 


The Stop & Shop ads in Boston’s major 
Sunday newspapers pointed out coffee 
prices will continue to rise in the wake of 
the July, 1975, frost that destroyed a 
large portion of Brazil’s coffee crop. 


The ad said some relief may be in sight 
when Brazil, the world’s largest 
producer of coffee, harvests next 
spring’s crop. 


"What can you do until then?” the Stop 
& Shop ads asked consumers. "Simple. 
Don’t buy coffee! If the demand goes 
down, the price will go down.” 


The ads contained a coupon offering a 
70-cent discount on a two-pound can of a 
nationally known brand of coffee. 


"If you must buy coffee, buy it only 
when it's on sale,” the ad said. "Most of 
us need to cut down anyway. How about 


tea or fruit juice once in a while? That’ll 
help you taper off.” 


The Daitch Shopwell ads contain a 
message from company president 
Martin Rosengarten: “The money you 
and I are being asked to pay for coffee is 
outrageous. "My sincere recommenda­ 
tion to you is to Umit drinking coffee and 
find a substitute.” 


Daitch Shopwell also is posting signs in 
its stores to discourage shoppers from 
buying coffee. 


The coffee boycott first gained 
national attention when Elinor 
Gugginheimer, the consumer affairs 
commissioner of New York City, urged 
consumers not to buy coffee during the 
last week of 1976 and to cut consumption 
by 50 per cent. 
The boycott action is well timed with 
retail coffee prices soon to break through 
the 13.00 mark. 
Folger Coffee Co., the second biggest 
processor in the United States, boosted 
ground coffee prices to a record $3 08 a 
pound in late December. General Foods 
Corp., the nation’s largest coffee 
wholesaler, raised ground coffee prices 
to $2.91 a pound, effective Jan. 3. 
The latest round of price increases 
should be reflected on supermarket 
shelves within 60 days after the hikes 
take effect, the normal lag period before 
the wholesale price is passed on to the 
shopper

SACRAMENTO (UPI) - California 
lawmakers today prepared to begin the 
1977-’78 legislative session in earnest and 
waded into such issues as homeowner 
property tax relief and a court-ordered 
overhaul of the state’s method of financ­ 
ing schools. 
Legislative leaders, including As­ 
sembly Speaker Leo T. McCarthy, say a 
boost in the sales or income tax will be 
needed to pay for the reforms. Gov. Ed­ 
mund G. Brown Jr. maintains the state’s 
problems can be solved without a 
general tax hike if government acts with 
"fiscal restraint.” 
Also high on the legislative agenda wiil 
be a re-write of the state’s capital 
punishment law which the state Supreme 
Court declared unconstitutional. 
Brown is expected to deliver his third 
“State-of-the-Stato” speech this week 
and has until Jan. 10 to submit his 


In a 4-3 ruling last week, the court 
declared that the current method of 
financing schools, which relies mainly on 
local property taxes, was unconstitu­ 
tional because poorer school districts 
are unfairly limited in how much money 
they can raise. 
Some educational experts have said 
that decision could mean an extra $1 
billion in state aid to schools. 
Both McCarthy and Senate President 
Pro Tern James R. Mills, D-San Diego, 
feel that there cannot be a property tax 
relief program without a general tax in­ 
crease. 
But Brown said at a news conference 
that he will meet with legislative leaders 
to devise a plan that would not only give 
homeowner property tax relief, but solve 
the problem of school financing — and 
with no tax hikes. 
"If the legislature and the executive 
proposed new budget, which seems likely branch and the people of this state are 
to hit the $14 billion mark. 
More than a dozen property tax relief 
bills were introduced after the 
legislature met last month for an 
organizational session. Hiey include 
measures which would require busines­ 
ses to pay a larger share of the property 
tax to one eliminating all taxes on the 
value of homes. 
Brown has said he is preparing a plan 
that would increase taxes on business 
and industrial property, give more state 
relief to homeowners, put limits on 
government spending and reduce state- 
mandated spending programs for local 
governments. 


Another issue tied to property taxes is 
a state Supreme Court decision in the 
"Serrano vs. Priest” case that gave the 
legislature until September 1980 to 
revise the state’s method of school 
finance.

Blustery skies dropped more than an 
inch of rain on Lompoc and Santa Ynez 
valleys and most other Santa Barbara 
County points in four days of off-again- 
on-agatn storm. 
The rain coupled with high wind was a 
factor in numerous traffic accidents. Six 
planes were damaged at Santa Barbara 
Airport when a portable hanger was 
lifted by a gust of wind and thrown 
across Fowler Road. No one was injured 
in the latter mishap. 
More than a half-inch of rain fell in the 
City of Lompoc during the last 24 hours 
raising the season total to 6.00 inches. 
Last year at this time there had been 
only 1.06 inches. 
County hydrologist Phil Holland said 
there was .61 of an inch of rain at county 
gauges in Lompoc for the last 24 hours 
and a total of 1.45 inches for the four 
days of storm. Elsewhere, there were 
2 55 inches in Santa Barbara for a 
season's total of 8.5 inches: and 2.10 in­ 
ches in Santa Maria for a season total in 
that city of 8.5 inches 
Weather watchers elsewhere recorded 
1.70 inches at Nojoqui Falls Park for the 
last day and a half; 1 20 inches at Ballard 
and 1.35 inches in Solvang. 
As the rain moved out of Santa Bar­ 
bara County, it bore down on the coastal 
area heavily, dropping three inches of 
rain in a two-hour period on the com­ 
munity of Ojai, south of Santa Barbara. 
Tornado funnel clouds were sighted off 
both the Santa Monica and Newport 
Beach coasts, a phenomenon usually as­ 
sociated with spring storms. 
In Ventura, the Holiday Inn’s 
restaurant was flooded Sunday when the 
roof collapsed under the weight of ac­ 
cumulated water. No one was hurt but 
the restaurant was without power for 
several hours Damage was estimated at 
$20,000 
In Ventura and Santa Paula, firemen 
erected sandbag barriers to block heavy 


runoff and mud oozing into homes. No 
major damage was reported. 
Freeways already crowded with New 
Year’s weekend travelers slowed to a 
bumper-to-bumper pace while motorists 
unaccustomed to slippery roads and poor 
visibility skidded into embankments or 
bumped into other automobiles. 
Some intersections in the San Fer­ 
nando Valley were impassable because 
of the heavy runoff. 
In Sylmar, firemen had to rescue 
several persons trapped when swirling 
waist-high water surrounded their 
stalled car. 
The storm was good news to snow 
enthusiasts as several inches of fresh 
powder coated the moimtains. At the 
same time, the travel between San Ber­ 
nardino and the mountain resorts took 
four hours to complete. Normal travel 
time is one hour. 
In Northern California, heavy winds 
downed power lines and hundreds of 
motorists stalled and skidded on flooded 
roads. San Francisco Airport recorded 
.68 inches of rain in a three-hour period. 
Showers are forecast to end over most 
of the state by tonight with variable 
clouds expected in the north and partly 
cloudy skies in the central coast and 
Southern California areas on Tuesday.

Johnson couldn’t be reached 
for further comment on the 
situation Matthew said he and 
Carney both tried unsuccessful­

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Congress predicts 
period of peace 
with Jimmy Carter 


Mach 12 planes forecast 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - The 
95th Congress, which convenes 
Tuesday, anticipates at least a 
period of peaceful coexistence 
with President-elect Jimmy 
Carter after eight years of war 
by veto with the Nixon-Ford 
Republican administrations. 
But the long-term outlook will 
be shaped largely by the state 
of the economy and Carter’s 
commitment to balance the 
budget by the end of his first 
term, which will have a major 


effect on programs many of the 
Democrats — including Carter 
— would like to see enacted. 
At 2 p.m. EST Tuesday, the 
lawmakers convene with tradi­ 
tional pomp as all 435 House 
members and 33 new and re­ 
elected senators take their 
oaths of office — the galleries 
of the two chambers jammed 
with visitors. 
Democrats will choose Sen. 
Robert Byrd of West Virginia 
or Sen. Hubert Humphrey of 
Assassination probe 
fund renewal asked 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - Con­ 
gressional investigators say 
much of the $6.5 million being 
requested for the assassination 
committee this year will be 
spent for independent staff 
members rot tied actually or 
emotionally with the CIA and 
FB I 
The proposed investigations 
into the murders of John F. 
Kennedy and Martin Luther 
King began during the 94th 
Congress, and are expected to 
run at least two more years if 
they are funded by the new 
Congress which convenes Tues­ 
day. 
Advocates believe the new in­ 
vestigation is necessary to still 
public doubts over the original 
findings, but that the job should 
not be done at all unless it is 
done exhaustively and con­ 
clusively — an expensive 
process. 
Much of the cost is for an in­ 
dependent staff, which mem­ 
bers believe necessary in part 
because of doubts the FB I and 
CIA can do a publicly credible 
job. 
More than half — $3 million of 
the requested $6.5 million 
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one-year total w ill go to 
salaries for a 170 person staff to 
carry out the investigations, ac­ 
cording to a budget request 
releasea by the committee. 
Rep. Henry B. Gonzalez, D- 
Tex., told reporters the com­ 
mittee “ must be able to rely 
completely on its own resour­ 
ces.” 
“ We know that neither the 
FB I nor CIA cooperated fully 
with the Warren Commission,” 
he said. “ And we know that the 
FB I director in 1968 had pas­ 
sionate feelings against Dr. 
Martin Luther King — feelings 
that might well have been 
reflected in less than objective 
work by his subordinates,” he 
said. 
He acknowledged that the 
complexity of carrying out two 
major homicide investigations 
at once will make this a very 
expensive effort. 
“ But I am satisfied that the 
study must be independent, 
must be thorough, and that 
every finding must be as 
thoroughly verified as humanly 
possible, or the entire effort 
w ill be m eaningless,” he 
said. 
In addition to staff salaries, 
the budget anticipates spending 
$1.7 million for an estimated 
1.920 domestic trips, plus 
$180.000 for 96 trips abroad; 
$155.000 for consultant services 
including medical, ballistics 
and criminology experts at $100 
a day. 
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Minnesota as their new leader 
to succeed Sen. Mike Mansfield 
of Montana, who retired. 
At the same time, Republi­ 
cans will pick a successor to 
Sen. Hugh Scott of Pennsyl­ 
vania, also retiring, as GOP 
leader. Sen. Robert Griffin of 
Michigan is a prohibitive 
favorite although he may be 
challenged by Sen. Howard 
Baker of Tennessee. 
The House picked its new 
leaders in December — Jim 
W right of Texas for the 
Democrats and John Rhodes of 
Arizona for the Republicans. 
Rep. Thomas P. O’Neill, 
hand-picked by the Democrats, 
will be elected speaker on a 
party-line vote shortly after the 
House meets, completing the 
massive shakeup in the con­ 
gressional leadership. 
Congress is expected to do lit­ 
tle before Carter is inaugu­ 
rated Jan. 20, but could break 
with tradition this year to begin 
work before then on a package 
to stimulate the economy. 
Carter plans to meet with 
congressional leaders soon to 
outline his plans for the 
economy, and although he can­ 
not formally submit legislation 
until he becomes president, 
there is nothing to prevent 
Congress from beginning hear­ 
ings. 
Two long-sought goals — 
national health insurance and 
major welfare reform — stand 
little chance because of the lack 
of funds. 
But some other programs, 
bitterly fought by Republicans, 
stand a good chance with 
Carter in the White House. 
Hiey include federal stand­ 
ards on strip mining of coal, 
creation of a Consumer Protec­ 
tion Agency, and tough new 
restrictions on lobbying, finan­ 
cial disclosure and reforms 
stemming from Watergate. 
Housing programs, help for 
urban areas, a possible in­ 
crease in minimum wages, 
picketing of contractors at con­ 
struction sites, postcard voter 
registration, and possibly an in­ 
crease in price supports for 
some crops could pass 
Carter and Congress must act 
rapidly in two areas — Carter 
has a Feb. 1 deadline on 
deciding whether to go into 
production on the controversial 
B-l bomber, and Congress is ex­ 
pected to act quickly on revi­ 
sions in the Clean Air Act which 
died in controversy at the end of 
the 94th Congress. 
Inevitably, the 95th Congress 
will have its share of investiga­ 
tions. 


Already under way or slated 
are investigations into the as­ 
sassinations of John F. Ken­ 
nedy and Martin Luther King 
and into the payoffs to congres­ 
smen by South Korea. 


And — stung by last year’s 
sex and money scandals — the 
House may write a tough code 
of ethics for its members and 
begin cracking down on errant 
legislators. 


DAYTON, Ohio (U P I) - The next 
generation of airplanes will fly at between 
eight and 12 times the speed of sound and 
between 200,000 and 300,000 feet above the 
earth. 
Those predictions came from Maj. 
Gen.Robert A. Rushworth, vice com­ 
mander of the Aeronautical Systems Divi­ 
sion of the Air Force Systems Command 
at Wright Patterson Air Force Base and a 
former X-15 test pilot. 
He made 34 flights in the rocket- 
powered X-15, more than any of the other 
11 pilots who participated in the 
program. 
Rushworth also said he believes the 
fleet may include fighters, bombers, tran­ 
sports and passenger-carrying civilian air­ 
craft. He also feels aircraft of the future 
will serve as airborne platforms for 
launching vehicles into deep space. 
“ The development of this generation of 


aircraft will involve every part of govern- 
ment and very p o ssib ly oth er 
governments,” he said. 
“ It will take initially the combined ef­ 
fects of NASA, the Department of Defense 
and the Department of Transportation,” 
he added. “ It will certainly be a develop­ 
ment a magnitude larger than the super­ 
sonic transport program.

“ To be developed, such aircraft must 
have universal acceptance,” he said.

Episcopal Church 
ordains 4 women 


Katzir asks Rabin to form 
Israeli caretaker government 


JER U SA LEM (U PI) - Isra­ 
eli President Ephraim Katzir 
called in Prim e M inister 
Yitzhak Rabin today to ask him 
to form a caretaker govern­ 
ment that would rule until elec­ 
tions expected in the spring.

The other 10 women ordained 
in Philadelphia also must be 
" r e g u l a r i z e d ” 
by

Episcopalian bishop before they 
can administer the sacraments, 
as must four others who were 
ordained in a similar unauthor­ 
ized service in Washington in 
1975 Most of them are expected 
to be regularized soon 
Miss Anderson will be or­ 
dained tonight by Bishop 
Horace W B Donegan, retired 
bishop of New York, at the St. 
James Episcopal Church in 
Manhattan, where Miss Ander­ 
son has been assistaant minis­ 
ter 
She was one of the founders in 
1971 of the Episcopal Women’s 
Caucus, which began the move- 


ment toward women priests in 
the church and was a delegate 
to the September convention 
that approved women priests.

DETROIT (UPI) — The U.S.

2,450 workers will be idled for 
three weeks beginning Jan. 10. 
Despite the shutdowns, Gen­ 
eral Motors Corp. Chairman 
Thomas A. Murphy predicts 
sales of 14*4 million cars and 
trucks, including imports, in 
1977. That would top record 1973 
by better than 100,000 vehicles. 
Ford Motor Co. Chairman 
Henry Ford II has predicted a 
more conservative 11 million 
car and truck sales. 
While the official sales 
results for 1976 won’t be 
released by the four U.S. auto 
companies until Tuesday, the 
trade publication Automotive 
News estimates sales for the 
year at 8,562,000 — a 21 per cent 
gain over 1975 but still only the 
sixth best year in history. 
Automotive News said GM 
sales would be up 27 per cent, 
Chrysler Corp. up 31 per cent, 
Ford up 13 per cent and 
American Motors Corp., caught 
in a small car sales slump, 
down 23 per cent from a year 
ago 
Imports are estimated at 
about 1.480.000. down about 6 
per cent from 1975 when they

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Re­ 
searchers say a revolutionary 
method of grinding coal into 
fine, explosive powder free of 
most pollutants "can and 
should” be used to help tap 
America’s most abundant ener­ 
gy resource. 
Disputing earlier claims that 
the technique will not work, ex­ 
perts from Ohio State Univer­ 
sity said they can discover no 
violation of known physical 
laws in the theory. 


Dr. Donald L. Glower, dean 
of Ohio State’s engineering 
school, considers the process 
years ahead of existing tech­ 
nology. according to the Wash­ 
ington inventor behind the 
theory. Dr. Stephen Krajcovic- 
Ilok 
In a letter accompanying the 


report from the researchers, 
Glower told Ilok: “ The conclu­ 
sion of their study is that this 
(coal grinding) mill can and 
should be built.” 
Success, the researchers 
said, could provide a “dramatic 
contribution” to U.S. and world 
energy supplies. 


Ilok’s idea is to pulverize coal 
into grains just four microns — 
or 16 one-thousands of an inch, 
finer than face powder — in 
diameter. At that size, ash and 
pyrite impurities, including sul­ 
fur, would be separated from 
the coal and could be removed 
easily. Nearly pure carbon 
would remain. 
At present coal can be 
reduced only to about 74 
microns But the smaller coal 
can be ground, the more ex­ 


plosive it becomes, and Ilok 
says getting coal down to four- 
micron size would increase its 
potential to help America 
become energy self-sufficient. 
Among other things, he said 
in an interview, such fine coal 
powder could be mixed with oil 
or gasoline to increase the 
energy content of liquid fuels 
and stretch their supply. 
The study performed by Drs. 
Jack Collins and Dennis Gu­ 
enther concluded there was 
nothing wrong with Ilok’s key 
calculation that operating the 
grinder will require about 25 
kilowatt-hours of electricity per 
ton. Critics have said it would 
take 10 times that much, a 
prohibitive amount. 
Collins and Glower said, 
however, they could not evalu­ 
ate such factors as grinder 


fatigue, wear and reliability or 
safety hazards such as explo­ 
sion potential and noise because 
they lacked engineering dra­ 
wings 
The way to prove or disprove 
Ilok’s process, they said, is to 
build and test a grinding mill 
that could handle one ton per 
hour. 
Ilok has talked to representa­ 
tives of President-elect Jimmy 
Carter, who wants to increase 
U.S. reliance on coal, and hopes 
to get a $30 million federal 
grant to build a pilot plant.

WASHINGTON (U PI) - 
Booming sales of frozen chick­ 
en to Middle East buyers in­ 
cluding Egypt and Saudi Arabia 
will help the United States 
recoup some of the extra 
millions it will pay for Middle 
East oil this year, an Agricul­ 
tu re D ep artm en t report 
indicated today. 
Economist John B. Parker 
Jr., said total Middle East im­ 
ports of frozen chicken doubled 
to more than 150,000 tons in 
1976. 10 times the volume ship­ 
ped to the region in 1971. And 
imports may double again to 


300,000 tons or more in 1977, the 
expert said. 
Parker said imports could 
rise to about 350,000 to 400.000 
tons by 1978 before tapering off 
as local production increases. 
American exporters, despite 
the fact that competitors in­ 
cluding France. Denmark and 
the Netherlands subsidize 
poultry exports, are getting an 
increasing proportion of the 
business and may make 25 per 
cent of the Middle East sales 
this year. Parker said. 
The economist said U.S. 
poultry sales to the Middle East 


rose from about $2 million in 
1975 to about $38 million in 1976 
and could reach $100 million 
this year. 


Major buyers of American 
frozen chickens in the region in­ 
clude Iraq and Saudi Arabia, he 
said, and large «ales have also 
been rr.iue to Egypt a>.d Iran, 
with prospects of more heavy 
trade in both countries.

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Holiday 
fires take 
big toll

There was little cheer in 
Chicago's Pilsen neighborhood 
as the Christmas holidays drew 
to a close. 
For the second time in little 
more than a week, the people of 
the poor Latino community 
were preparing to bury their 
dead. 
Five persons — four of them 
children — died Sunday in a fire 
that ripped a four-story apart­ 
ment building in Pilsen. The 
fire was a block away from the 
scene of a Christmas Eve 
apartment building fire that 
claimed 12 lives. 
A flurry of New Y ear’s 
weekend fires left more than 80 
persons dead — many of them 
children — and included a hotel 
fire that claimed nine lives in 
Pennsylvania’s coal country. 
Two of the worst were in 
Chicago — where 27 persons 
were killed in residential 
building fires in nine days. 
Acting Chicago Fire Chief 
W illiam Foley blamed the 
language barrier for part of the 
problem in the Pilsen neighbor­ 
hood. 
Foley said firemen arriving 
at the scene Sunday found the 
victims “ so upset that they 
couldn’t make any effort to 
communicate,” even through 
sign language, costing precious 
minutes for firemen trying to 
find trapped residents. 
Raquel Guerrero, president 
of the Pilsen Neighbors 
Community Council, charged 
that the police and fire depart­ 
ments were “ racist” because 
they did not hire enough Latinos 
who were “ fluent in Spanish 
and English.” 
In Sunday's blaze, firemen 
using ladders rescued a number 
of the 45 residents of the four- 
story building. But five persons 
— four children and and one 
adult — died 
Investigators said the blaze 
was started by gasoline left ly­ 
ing in cans after being used by 
the building's owner to wash 
walls 
Another fire on Chicago’s 
Northwest Side claimed nine 
lives Saturday. Five persons in­ 
jured in that blaze remained 
hospitalized in fair condition to­ 
day. Officials were inestigat- 
ing the cause of that fire Arson 
was suspected. 
Another fire ripped through a 
five-story hotel in Shamokin, 
Pa., early Sunday, killing eight 
guests and owner-operator John 
Lukens, who was trapped in an 
elevator between two floors 
while the building burned. Fire 
Chief David Reed said the blaze 
broke out on the second floor of 
the newly remodeled, block- 
long Walnut Towers Motor Inn 
In the little town of Duson, 
La., two fire engines ferried 
back and forth to get water 
from a fire hydrant more than a 
mile away, but firemen were 
unable to contain a blaze that 
engulfed a small frame house, 
killing four members of the 
Richard Credeur family. 
The charred bodies of Cre­ 
deur and three of his daughters 
ages 4 to 13 were found in a 
bedroom 
Fire investigators in Grand 
Rapids. Mich., probed through 
the rubble of a southeastside 
home, trying to determine the 
cause of a New Year's Day fire 
that killed six children. 
In New York, authorities said 
a fifth body was found Sunday 
in the charred debris of a com­ 
mercial building gutted by a 
Dec. 22 fire in downtown 
Brooklyn. 
Two victims' 
widows sue 
Gary Gilmore 


SALT LAKE CITY (U PI) - 
Gary Gilmore, who spent New 
Year’s in solitary confinement 
and faces execution Jan. 17, 
will provide depositions later 
this week in a civil suit against 
him by the widows of his two 
victims. 
Gilmore, convicted of killing 
Provo motel clerk Bennie 
Bushnell. is currently serving a 
15-day disciplinary sentence in 
so litary confinem ent for 
possession of drugs he used in a 
second unsuccessful suicide at­ 
tempt and for fighting with 
guards 
He has also admitted slaying 
Max Jensen during a service 
station robbery the night before 
Bushnell was killed 
But his 
trial on the second murder 
charge has been continued in­ 
definitely. 
The widows of both young vic­ 
tims have filed lawsuits against 
Gilmore, and attorneys for the 
Jensen fam ily and a Mas­ 
sachusetts insurance company 
are scheduled to take deposi­ 
tions from the killer Wednes­ 
day. 
A 3rd District Court judge 
ordered the depositions taken 
because the civil suits will not 
come to tria l until after 
Gilmore's scheduled date with 
the firing squad Jan 17. 
Gilm ore’s first execution 
date in November was stayed 
tem porarily by Utah Gov. 
Calvin Rampton to give the 
state Board of Pardons a 
chance to review the case. In 
December, the U.S. Supreme 
Court held up the sentence on 
an appeal from Gilm ore's 
mother

I will 
chase them out of my mind and replace 
them with happy thoughts. 
3 Just for today I will adjust myself to 
what is. I will face reality. I will try to 
change those things I can change, and ac­ 
cept those things I cannot change. 
4. Just for today I will try to improve 
* my mind I will not be a mental loafer. I 
will force myself to read something that 
requires effort, thought and concentra­ 
tion 
5. Just for today I will exercise my soul 
in three ways. I will do a good deed for 
somebody — without letting them know 
it.

Lompoc’s Walter Ziesche, who was 
born before Benjamin Harrison and 
William McKinley became U.S. Presi­ 
dents. has no plans to vote Republican in 
his old age. He will be 90 years old 
Wednesday. 
They say people change their thinking 
with age, but Ziesche has kept his own 
Democratic ideas. 
Today he reads Time and Der Speigel, 
but when his eyes were better he read 
books like “The Pentagon Propaganda 
Machine” and “The Rich and Super 
Rich” — books that tell you what’s going 
on in the world, he says. 
Amnesty for Vietnam War evaders? 
“I don’t blame them fellows; it was an 
unjust war,” he said. 
Building B-l bombers? 
“Projects like that cause financial 
trouble." Ziesche remarked. “Deficit 
spending increases our indebtedness and 
makes our currency worthless.” 
Kissinger? 
A smart man who feathered his nest, 
he said. “Rockefeller gave him $50,000. 
He didn’t do that for the love of the 
almighty.” 
Who did you vote for when Nixon and 
George McGovern ran for President in 
1972? 
He replied. “That’s a good question. I 
didn’t vote for anyone because there was 
no one worth voting for.” 
He did vote for Jimmy Carter last 
year. 
This information came out oi an inter­ 
view with Ziesche who turns 90 years-old 
on Wednesday. An open-house party was 
held yesterday in his honor at the home 
of his daughter, Madalvn Evans, at 522 
South K St 
Ziesche was born on January 5, 1887 in 
what is now East Germany. In this 
country, Grover Cleveland was serving 
as President — his first term , which ran 
from 1885 to 1889. 
So far in his lifetime sixteen men held 
the office of President. Carter will make 
seventeen. 
His secret for long life? Ziesche has 
none 
He said. “ I just eat good and drink 
good.” 
He doesn’t smoke because he has 
“never gotten a kick out of it,” but he 
does enjoy a good drink if offered. 
Ziesche follows no special diet, though 
he was never strong on “ sweet stuff.” 
Is long-life a family trait? “ No,” he 
answ ered, “ my p aren ts died very 
young.” 
He does, however, have a sister who is 
88 and an 87-year-old brother. 
Ziesche has never been a hospital 
patient and today he is quite mobile He 
spends his winters in Lompoc, his roost 
he calls it, and vacations from May to 
October in Austria with a friend. 
Ziesche left East Germany in 1914 
when the shooting began and World War 
I started. He arrived in Los Angeles and 
worked for two years as a watch 
repairman, a trade he learned in his 
fatherland. 
He moved to Lompoc in 1916 and 
retired in 1950, later selling his jewelry- 
watch repair shop. 
What has he done for the past 27 years? 
“Took life easy,” he quipped. 
Ziesche, who has seven grandchildren, 
may not know the secret of long-life, but 
researchers claim that people who laugh 
a lot live longer than those who don't. 
Ziesche fits in the laugh a lot category

Erving puts on bad show 
against former teammates

For the benefit of millions of people 
who had never seen Julius Erving play, 
but perhaps more importantly for their 
own declining ratings, CBS-lV decided 
to feature the three-time ABA Most 
Valuable Player in its first national 
telecast of the season against hts former 
teammates, the New York Nets. 


And while it was true that Erving did 
score 18 points in Philadelphia’s 139-110 
romp Sunday, it was clearly evident to 
Nets’ Coach Kevin Loughery that Erving 
only remotely resembles his former self 
and ‘was like a foreigner in another 
league and opposing coaches told us he 
was just another ballplayer. I just 
couldn’t believe it,” said Loughery. 
‘‘Then to see him play in the first half 
really shocked me 


“ Maybe it's because he didn’t get the 
ball as much as he did here I don’t think 
he's happy playing basketball. He may 
be happy in life but not on the court. I 
don’t think he likes the role he’s playing 


“Julius is simply the most exciting 
player I’ve ever seen and he’s a winner. I 
don’t think he should be put in that posi­ 
tion for basketball’s sake. It’s a shame 
for the people to miss the greatest show 
in basketball.”

He was suspended, and the Braves lost 
a first-round draft turn, when baseball 
Commissioner Bowie Kuhn accused him 
of violating regulations of the free agent 
re-entry d raft last N ovem ber in 
recruiting outfielder Gary Matthews, 
then of the San Francisco Giants. 
The “tampering” allegation apparent­ 
ly resulted from a cocktail party Turner 
held to introduce Matthews to 240 promi­ 
nent Atlantans and a remark he made to 
Bob Lurie, the Giants’ president, at the 
World Series A team spokesman denied 
that Turner discussed money with Mat­ 
thews prior to the free agent draft. 
Turner was also accused of telling 
Lurie, “ I don’t care how much you pay 
Matthews, I’ll pay him more.” 
He said he will continue contacting 
prospective players, because Kuhn 
“can’t take my First Amendment rights 
away from me. 
“ My friend, the President of the 
United States, Jimmy Carter, is the only 
man I know who is a bigger cheese than 
Bowie Kuhn,” he said. 
Turner, who occupies a box seat near 
the Braves'dugout and visibly cheers for 
his team, said he may have to stay home 
from games during his season’s suspen­ 
sion, but can keep an eye on the club on 


the road because “the commissioner 
hasn’t said he’s going to take my televi­ 
sion away from me.” Many road games 
are broadcast on a Turner-owned sta­ 
tion. 
Turner said Matthews is unhappy with 
the suspension, but still plans to come to 
Atlanta. 


Vote nears on major 
league exemption 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Thirteen 
members of a special House Committee 
on Professional Sports were lined up 
almost solidly today to vote that major 
league baseball be stripped of its blanket 
exemption from the nation’s antitrust 
laws. 
The committee, headed by Rep. B.F. 
Sisk, D-Calif., convened to approve a 
final report containing a series of recom­ 
mendations based on intensive hearings 
involving pro baseball, football, basket­ 
ball and hockey. Foremost among them 
was a declaration that the antitrust im­ 
munity enjoyed by baseball since a 
Supreme Court decision 54 years ago is 
unjustified. 
Prior to the voting, only one of the 13 
committee members, Rep. Ronald M 
MottI, D-Ohio, was openly opposed to 
ending the unique exemption. Mottl, un­ 
able to attend today’s session, wrote Sisk 
that he is against changing the legal 
status quo on grounds that the average 
baseball fan pays less to attend games 
than for the other three non-exempt 
team sports. 
He said the average ticket price for a 
baseball ticket in 1976 was $3.45, com­ 
pared to 18 89 for pro football, $7.71 for 
hockey and $6 12 for basketball. 
The special com m ittee has no 
legislative authority, but a near- 
unanimous vote always carries weight 
with a new Congress.

We certainly would 
prefer to have him pitching for us rather 
than with someone else, but if he’s 
decided to play out his option, we’re gon­ 
na miss him." 


More and more teams in all sports are 
bound to begin taking that stance 
because you can’t keep paying out money 
you don’t take in, and how much longer 
are the fans going to hold still for in­ 
creased ticket prices. Even some 
players realize that. 


There’s no way of knowing yet what 
the Vikings will do in Chuck Foreman’s 


case. Right now they’re more occupied 
preparing for the Oakland Raiders, but 
something drastic will have to be done by 
all professional teams about the growing 
practice of seeking new contracts 
everytime the tide goes in and out. 


Jerry Kapstein, who has negotiated 
more than 300 baseball, football, hockey 
and basketball contracts for players, is 
unique among agents in that he doesn't 
believe in re-negotiating any contracts. 


“ I’ve never renegotiated a contract,” 
he says. “I had one player who wanted to 
do that, but we parted company. He got 
another agent. If a contract has a written 
clause giving the athlete the right to re­ 
negotiate, or if there is some verbal 
agreement to that effect among both 
parties, that’s one thing. If both parties 
want to re-open negotiations, that’s 
another thing. But once an agreement is 
reached, both parties should honor that 
agreem ent. O therw ise, contracts 
become meaningless and that’s not good 
for the club or the player.” 


Not good for anyone, Jerry Kapstein 
could have added.

Majors finally puts 
big puzzle together

Four years ago, the University of Pitt­ 
sburgh dropped a giant jigsaw puzzle in 
the lap of Johnny Majors. 
It took Majors four years to complete 
it, inserting the final piece on New 
Year’s Day, but when he finished the Pit­ 
tsburgh football program at long last had 
a picture to admire. 
That final piece Majors locked into 
place was a 27-3 victory over fourth- 
ranked Georgia in the Sugar Bowl to in­ 
sure Pittsburgh its first perfect season 
ever and virtually lock up the national 
championship. 
Now Majors is getting up from the 
table, leaving for Tennessee, and the 
puzzle is disassembling itself. 
Six of P itt’s assistant coaches are tak­ 
ing the hop to Tennessee with Majors; 
Heisman Trophy winner Tony Dorsett 
will be off to the pro ranks with the 
biggest fanfare of any college back since 
O.J. Simpson; All-America middle guard 
A1 Romano is also off to a sure pro 
c a re e r, as is lin eb ac k er A rnie 
Weatherington; and approximately 23 
other seniors leave through graduation. 
But a few pieces remain. Like quarter­ 
back Matt Cavanaugh, who was named 
the Sugar Bowl’s most valuable player, 
wide receiver Gordon Jones, fullback 
Elliott Walker and defensive tackle 
Randy Holloway. 


Cavanaugh hit 10 of 18 passes for 192 
yards and one touchdown against 
Georgia’s vaunted “Junkyard Dogs” 
defense and scored one other TD on a 
six-yard run to start Pitt off on its rout. 
Cavanaugh hit Jones with a 59-yard 
touchdown pass. With Dorsett gone next 
year, Pitt is well-equipped to shift its of­ 
fensive emphasis from land to air. 
C avanaugh and Jo n es have set 
themselves up in 1977 for the biggest' 
publicity campaign for a college pass 
combination since the Notre Dame duo 
of Terry Hanratty and Jim Seymour. 
Most likely, Pitt will enter the 1977 
season as the incumbent national cham­ 
pion too, but that won’t be officially 
determined until Tuesday when UPI 
releases its final ratings by its board of 
coaches. 
“This is the best team I’ve ever been 
associated with,” said Majors, who in 
four years brought Pittsburgh from a 1- 
10 record to its first 12-0 season. 
The only real challenger Pitt has for 
the top spot is Southern Cal, which 
rallied to beat Michigan 14-6 in the Rose 
Bowl. 
It was the 11th straight victory by the 
Trojans after a season-opening loss to 
Missouri and it came without All- 
America tailback Ricky Bell. Bell was 
injured on the fifth play of the game and 


was replaced by freshman Charles 
White, who rushed for 114 yards and 
scored one of the two USC touchdowns. 
Big Ten co-champ Michigan finished 
the year 10-2, the same as Houston, 
which defeated previously unbeaten 
Maryland 30-21 in the Cotton Bowl. The 
Cougars scored three first quarter 
touchdowns, including two from Alois 
Blackwell, before Maryland staged a 
furious second half rally in a vain at­ 
tempt to win its 12th game of the year. 
In the only other major bowl game of 
the weekend, Ohio State drubbed Big 
Eight tri-champion Colorado 27-10 in the 
Orange Bowl as quarterback Rod 
Gerald, playing his first game in two 
months, came off the bench to direct five 
scoring drives. Gerald, Jeff Logan and 
Pete Johnson all scored touchdowns for 
the Buckeyes, who rallied from a 1(M) 
first quarter deficit. 
On Sunday, lOth-ranked Texas A&M 
rolled over No. 20 Florida 37-14 and. in 
two all-star clashes, the North edged the 
South 21-20 in the American Bowl and the 
West thrashed the East 3(1-13 in the East- 
West Shrine Game. 
On Friday, the bowl weekend began 
with Kentucky shutting out North 
Carolina 21-0 in the Peach Bowl and 
Nebraska edging Texas Tech 27-24 in the 
Astro-Bluebonnet Bowl.

“We did advise you that your 
unit does not comply with Arti­ 
cle 10, Section 13600-609 of Ad­ 
ministrative Code Title 17 
covering Mobile Food Prepara­ 
tion Units. We did advise you 
that your unit does not comply 
with County of Santa Barbara 
Food Regulation No. 13 govern­ 
ing Ordinance 528 in that it does 
not comply with requirements 
for temperature control if 
readily perishable food is to be 
sold. We do feel that the unit 
proposed is acceptable for an 
item which is not readily 
perishable if prepackaged for 
sale from the cart without 
further preparation.” 


Zwicky said “until such time 
as you specify a fixed location 
for the commissary required by 
your proposed operation we 
cannot proceed with the proces­ 
sing of an application. The com­ 
missary must be located on a 
properly zoned parcel and must 
meet all structural and equip­ 
ment requirements of both 
state and county regulations. 
The commissary is required to 
have a separate food permit. 
The permit must be issued 
before the permit for food con­ 
veyance can be issued. County 
Regulation No. 3 requires that 
no food establishment, food 
operation or delivery vehicle or 
food conveyance operation shall 
exist in conjunction with a 


dwelling unit. 
“We would have no objection 
to selling from the pushcart 
stationed at an approved fixed 
location within 200 feet of toilet 
facilities readily available to 
the pushcart operator. If your 
request is for the use of public 
streets or sidewalks, we will 
want written approval of those 
agencies which would be con­ 
cerned with either the creation 
of safety hazards or the crea­ 
tion of a public nuisance due to 
waste disposal or interference 
with vehicular or pedestrian 
traffic.” 
Zwicky asked Rasmussen to 
define the area in which he 
planned to operate and to obtain 
approval in writing from the 
Santa Barbara County Sheriff, 
Solvang Municipal Improve­ 
ment D i s t r ic t , Solvang 
Business Assn., and the Califor­ 
nia Highway Patrol.

“Since you have at no time 
agreed to accept the conditions 
placed on your operation nor 
provided the application or 
necessary information for com- 
missary approval, County 
Health Care Service must re­ 
mind you that your application 
as proposed has been denied,” 
Zwicky said in his letter. 
Rasmussen, in a telephone 
conversation with The Record 
last week prior to receiving the 


letter from Zwicky, said he had 
retained a Solvang attorney in 
an effort to determine what he 
described as “the health of the 
county health department.” 
Rasmussen, claiming he had 
met many untold delays since 
last September because of lade 
of action by the health depart­ 
ment on his application, 
proposes to set up a pair of hot 
dog push carts which he says 
will be decorated in Danish 
colors with costumed girls in 
Danish national costumes serv­ 
ing the customers. 
He says he has gone to great 
expense in obtaining drawings 
of the push carts for use by the 
health department and that the 
type of portable units he 
proposes are in use all over the 
country. 
Rasmussen also said that he 
had received permission from 
the County Dept, of Transporta­ 
tion for use of the carts in 
Solvang.

Winter reached into the Deep 
South Sunday, glazing roads 
with snow and sleet and 
prompting police to urge 
motorists to avoid driving ex­ 
cept in emergencies. 
Heavy snows also socked the 
Northwest and rain triggered 
flood warnings in California. 
Storm warnings were posted 
for portions of Missouri and 
Tennessee for snow and ice and 
an ice storm warning was in ef­ 
fect for Alabama. Travelers’ 
advisories were posted for por­ 
tions of North Carolina, South 
Carolina, Georgia and Florida 
as freezing rain, sleet and ice 
spread over the area. 
Snow or sleet was expected 
over much of the Southland. 
The National Weather Service 
reported occasional snow or 
freezing rain and sleet over 
Arkansas and much of Louisia­ 
na and Mississippi today. 
A miserable combination of 
freezing rain, sleet and snow 
socked some 20 states Sunday, 
slicking roads during peak New 
Year’s weekend travel periods, 
downing power lines and piling 
up deep snows. 
In Louisiana, state police 
urged motorists to stay off the 
roads except in emergencies. 
Traffic was slowed by dozens of 
fender-bender accidents and 
several major roads were 
closed, including the 24-mile 
long Pontchartrain Causeway. 
Frozen tree limbs and ice 
downed power lines for several 
hundred homes in the southwest 
part of the state. 
The outlook was for more of 
the same today. 
“ We’re getting another front 
coming in from Shreveport and 
it’s going to dump some more of 
this garbage on us,’’ said state 
trooper William R. Beckham in 
Monroe, La. “ We’ve got a lot of 
ice on the road.” 
Up to three inches of snow hit 
portions of Missouri and Ten­ 
nessee. 
Lighter snows swept from 
Virginia and the Carolinas and 
snow, sleet and freezing rain 
stretched into Georgia, Florida 
and west to Louisiana and 
Texas. 
Snow also spread over the 
Northwest and travelers’ ad­ 
visories were posted for possi­ 
ble heavy snow in northern 
California, Oregon, Idaho, 
Nevada and central Arizona. 
The mountains of northern 
California were hard hit. Two 
i feet of snow piled up at Mount 
' Rose and 21 inches clogged 
Donner Pass. 
A winter storm warning was 
posted for Utah and a winter 
storm watch was in effect for 
the Colorado mountains 
Soaking rains spread over 
California's coastal mountains 
and flash flood warnings were 
in effect for canyons of San 
Diego and Santa Barbara coun­ 
ties. An inch of rain hit 
Sacramento — the most rain in 
21 months. 
Ojai. Calif., reported three in­ 
ches of rain in two hours and 
Santa Barbara reported nearly 
two inches. 


A new storm dumped more 
than three inches of rain on 
parts of Northern California 
this weekend as heavy winds 
tore down power lines and 
hundreds of motorists stalled 
and skidded on flooded roads. 
The National Weather Ser­ 
vice repurted 3.50 inches fell at 
Kentfield. Calif., by Sunday 
afternoon. 
Police kept busy sorting out 
dozens of fender-benders 
caused by the rain and stalled 
cars at flooded intersections 
Power outages were reported 
in Berkeley and San Francisco 
Flooding forced police to 
close portions of the Bayshore 
Freeway in South San Francis­ 
co and strong winds caused 
several boats in San Pablo Bay 
and Sausalito to break loose 
from their moorings. 
The storm also was blamed 
for at least two traffic deaths 
and indirectly contributed to 
the more than 40 highway 
fatalities recorded in California 
over the New Year’s holiday 
weekend. 
The storm was a welcome 
sight to Sierra Nevada ski 
resort operators, whose busi­ 
ness has suffered because of the 
drought. 
Slid e M ountain 
reported l2-to-14 inches of new 
snow and booming business 
Snow levels dropped to the 
4.000-foot level in the Sierra, 
where some resorts opened 
Saturday for the first time this 
season. 


Light snow spread over the 
midlands, sprawling from Wis­ 
consin through Illinois and In­ 
diana and into Michigan and 
Ohio. Travelers’ advisories 
were in effect over the whole 
area as a light coating of snow 
glazed roadways.

SAN JUAN. Puerto Rico 
(UPI) — Puerto Rico’s new 
governor says the island's resi­ 
dents should decide in a 
plebiscite whether they want to 
become America’s 51st state. 
But Carlos Romero Barcelo. 
who was inaugurated for a four- 
year term Sunday, did not in­ 
dicate when such a vote should 
take place. 
In his inaugural address, the 
44-year-old former mayor of 
San Juan did not even mention 
the statehood controversy 
touched off by President Ford’s 
surprise announcement New 
Year’s Eve that he will ask 
Congress to pass a law making 
Puerto Rico the 51st state. 
Ford’s proposal was consid­ 
ered a potential embarrass­ 
ment for Romero Barcelo. 
since he had always maintained 
that Puerto Ricans themselves 
should take the initiative for 
statehood and not have it im­ 
posed from Washington 
In remarks to UPI following 
his inauguration. Romero Bar­ 
celo refused to comment on 
Ford’s action, saying only that 
it “shows it is not true what the 
independence people have been 
saying — that the United States 
would not admit Puerto Rico as 
a state even if Puerto Rico 
asked for it.” 
Pressed for his own plans to 
bring about statehood. Romero 
Barcelo replied. “This must be 
taken to a plebiscite ’’ But he 
refused to say when 
His inaugural address dealt 
chiefly with poverty and 
economic problems, which he 
called "our most profound 
preoccupation 
At the swearing-in ceremo­ 
nies. Jimmy Carter's personal 
representative. Miami Mayor 
Maurice Ferre, read a message 
in which the president-elect 
said. "I fully support your right 
to self-determination, whatever 
your choice may be." 
Carter also urged Puerto 
Ricans to “continue to enjoy 
your own cultural identity and 
history ’ 
Romero Barcelo won election 
on Nov 2 with about 48 per cent 
of the vote, defeating the in­ 
cumbent. Rafael Hernandez 
Colon Two independence candi­ 
dates polled only a fraction of 
the votes 
Puerto Rico’s constitution 
requires a plebiscite among the 
island s 3 million residents to 
change the commonwealth sta­ 
tus. The last referendum on the 
issue, in 1967, produced an 
overwhelming vote against 
statehood 
Censorship 
hits press 
in Lebanon 


BEIRUT. Lebanon (UPI) - 
President Elias Sarkis today 
signed his emergency govern­ 
ment’s "Legislative Decree 
Number One" imposing strict 
police censorship on Lebanon’s 
press, which had been the most 
freewheeling in the Arab world. 
As the law went into effect, 
Syrian troops of the Arab 
peacekeeping force evacuated 
the offices erf six newspapers 
and one magazine that they had 
occupied for more than two 
weeks 
One of the occupied buildings 
included the offices of United 
Press International and News­ 
week magazine. 
Editors and publishers ac­ 
cepted the legislative decree 
with reluctance. 
“ It will no longer be a liberal 
democratic system that pro­ 
vides the liberties we always 
knew.” said Riad Taha. presi­ 
dent of the Lebanese Press As­ 
sociation 
However, he asked fellow 
publishers “to cooperate with 
the authorities in these special 
circumstances in the interests 
of the nation” and they agreed 
Francois Akl, managing edi­ 
tor of An Nahar, the country’s 
largest newspaper, said he 
could begin publishing the day 
after the Syrians gave back his 
newsroom and his presses But 
when editors of An Nahar and 
the leftist newspaper As Safir 
returned to their plants this 
morning, they found doors 
broken open and the offices ran­ 
sacked 
It was not known whether 
other newspapers were similar­ 
ly affected or if the newspapers 
would resume publishing Tues­ 
day 


At An Nahar, editors said a 
number of articles were mis­ 
sing. including tape recorders, 
radios, typewriters and an of­ 
fice safe 


An advance copy of the 
decree listed stiff penalties, in­ 
cluding suspension of the 
publication and prison terms of 
one to three years for editors’ 
first convictions and cancella­ 
tion of the publisher’s license 
on a second conviction 


Foreign news agencies and

DEAR POLLY — Please tell me how to remove a 
water ring from a piece of fine furniture This was made 
by careless watering of a plant. I know you have had in­ 
structions for this but I did not have the foresight to clip 
them. — MRS F. 
DEAR MRS. F. — There are many remedies for this, 
but remember that with most of them hard rubbing with 
the grain of the wood is just about as important as what 
is ased. My favorite is to make a paste with salad or 
miaeral oil. Apply and rub vigorously until white mark 
disappears and then wipe off and polish as usual. For a 
less strenuous job you could try a few drops of ammonia 
oa a damp cloth and rub LIGHTLY. Always rub dry with 
a clean cloth. Petroleum jelly rubbed in and left over­ 
night and then rubbed off will usually do the trick, too. 
- POLLY. 


DEAR POLLY — Maudie wrote that she had trouble remov­ 
ing marks left by basting threads I suggest that she tries 
steam pressing using a cloth dampened with white vinegar 
That seems to close these “pores’ . Hope this helps her. —

DEAR POLLY — I am past the age for climbing a step 
ladder to clean the outside of my windows, so I purchased a 
sponge mop (the kind sold for cleaning a kitchen floor) and 
keep it just for washing windows I use a long squeegee on a 
stick to remove the water. This method is easy, quick and 
above all SAFE for Grandma. — MRS G.M R 
DEAR POLLY — I feel it is my time to share a few things 
with the other readers. 
My husband was trying to put a final coating on some desk 
legs I had refinished and found that 
tying them on the 
clothesline (the long bolts were tied to the line) made it possi­ 
ble to do all sides easily and it was also a great way for them 
to dry. 
My washing machine calls for one half-cup fabric softener in 
the automatic dispenser, but I have found that buying a good 
quality fabric softener and diluting it with one part softener to 
three parts water in a plastic gallon jug makes the fabric 
softener go so much further. I am saved having to dilute it for 
each wash load — BARBARA Z.

A dangerous 
intersection 


“ The drivers on Rucker 
Road are unquestionably the 
violators, but there seems to 
be a real lack of defensive 
driving on the part of those 
t r a v e l i n g on L o m p o c - 
Casmalia Road as well.” 
So said California Highway 
Patrol Lieutenant Richard 
Dzamaba of the Buellton of­ 
fice recently regarding the 
spate of serious accidents 
which have happened at the 
above mentioned intersection. 
And considering there have 
been no fewer than three 
serious accidents at the in­ 
tersection in the last 58 days, 
the Rucker Road/Lompoc- 
Casmalia Road junction has to 
be the most dangerous in the 
entire Lompoc Valley. 
A c c o r d i n g 
to 
L i e u t . 
Dzamaba, drivers have ap­ 
proached the intersection 
from both directions and have 
experienced cross traffic acci­ 
dents. when the violators un­ 
questionably saw the ap­ 
proaching vehicles they ran 
into prior to entering the in­ 
tersection. “ We just don’t 
know what the problem is,” 
Dzamaba said, “ when an in­ 
tersection is properly lighted 
and signed and drivers are 
alerted to the dangers of the 
intersection, and accidents 
continue to happen.” 
Further confounding the 
Highway Patrol and others 
concerned with correcting the 
problems inherent in the in­ 
tersection is that those in­ 
volved in accidents there are 
local residents who know very 
well the lighting and signing 
conditions that exist. 
The Highway Patrol and the 
County Road Department, un­ 
der whose control the intersec­ 
tion ultimately falls, don’t 
know what might solve the 
problem . Lieut. Dzam aba 
thinks perhaps rumble strips 
in addition to the present 
lighting and signing might do

the trick and properly prepare 
or alert the east/west driver 
to a dangerous intersection. 
As for those crossing on 
Rucker Road, who knows what 
might prompt them to stay put 
until cross traffic passes? 
In mid-January a meeting is 
scheduled for the Santa Bar­ 
bara County Traffic Engineer­ 
ing Commission at which time 
the intersection of Rucker Rd. 
and Lompoc-Casmalia Rd. is 
due for discussion. We are 
most hopeful a solution will be 
found and implemented post 
haste. The lieutenant has 
suggested the installation of a 
full-fledged 
street 
signal 
would probably result in more 
rear end collisions. Proper and 
adequate signing is already in­ 
stalled, and the highway patrol 
feels there is sufficient lead 
time when cresting the hill to 
see any drivers on Rucker 
Road and avoid an accident. 
If the Highway Patrol feels 
that in most cases it is the 
driver on Rucker Road cross­ 
ing Lompoc-Casmalia Rd. who 
is at fault, and that the east- 
west vehicular traffic must 
become more defensive, then 
perhaps the installation of a 
s i g n a l would s ol ve the 
problem. Few drivers will 
proceed against a red light, 
when rolling through a stop 
sign might be common prac­ 
tice with them. As for rear end 
c o l l i s i o n s 
on 
L o m p o c - 
Casmalia Rd., proper signing 
warning a “ STOP LIGHT 
A H E A D ” , as opposed to 
“ CROSS TRAFFIC AHEAD,” 
might go far in solving the 
problem. 
In no way do we mean to 
suggest an answer to this con­ 
tinuing and, we are sure, 
perplexing problem. We only 
urge an early solution to avoid 
what deaths might be around 
the comer and over the hill at 
the Rucker Rd. and Lompoc 
Casmalia Rd. intersection.

Washington Merry-Go-Round by Jack Anderson 
Hebert eulogized at public expense 


WASHINGTON — The life and times 
of Rep. F. Edward Hebert (D.-La.) the 
darling of the Pentagon, are chronicled 
in two laudatory books. Both were quiet­ 
ly compiled, we have now discovered, by 
three persons whom Hebert put on the 
public payroll. 
The crotchety Hebert, one of the grand 
old curmudgeons of Congress, is retiring 
after a 36-year career 
dedicated primarily to 
championing causes 
dear to the hearts of 
the military-industrial 
complex. 
His memory will be 
p r e s e r v e d 
f or 
posterity, however, in 
two literary tomes. 
The first, entitled 
“ Creed of a Congres­ 
sman: 
F 
Edward 
Hebert of Louisiana," 
was published in 1970. 
The second, with the 
more more epic title 
of “ Last of the Titans. 
The Life and Times of 
C o n g r e s s m a n 
F. 
Edward Hebert of Louisiana," was 
published this year. 
A self-styled historian named Glenn 
Conrad assisted the congressman with 
both works. He was employed by the 
publisher, the Center for Louisiana 
Studies 
But he also turned up on 
Hebert’s congressional payroll during 
the preparation of the two books. 
He was paid by the taxpayers for five 
months in 1969 and seven months in 1970 
at an annual scale that bounced from 
$2.280 to $6,337 with a $1,000 bonus. Again 
this year, he appeared on the public 
payroll briefly as a “ writer" at the 
monthly rate of $1,000. 
The first book, according to Library of 
Congress records, was “ edited and 
evaluated by Virginia R. Burguieres.” 
Her name is also listed on Hebert’s 
government payroll. Her salary was 
boosted from $5,380 to more than $19.000 
in June, 1969. at about the time she began 
her editing and evaluating. 
The congressman helped to write the 
second tribute to himself; his co-author 
is identified as John McMillan. For more 
than two years, McMillan has been listed 
on the congressional payroll as a 
“ special aide" at an annual salary of 
more than $22,000. 
On the scale of values upon which 
statesmen are usually judged, Hebert 
might appear to be overrated by his 
biographers. This does not m ean, 
however, that he is undeserving of the 
homage he receives from the Pentagon 
and from the manufacturers of U.S. ar­ 
maments. 
In many ways, Eddie Hebert has been 
more valuable to the military-munitions 
combine than any four-star general. He 
fought for military appropriations on 
Capitol Hill with a valor above and 
beyond the call of duty. 


Yet he began his career, ironically, as 
a crusading newsman wno exposed cor­ 
ruption in Louisiana. He cam e to 
Congress as a reformer, battling the 
special interests that he later embraced. 
Once he opposed the political lords 
whom he now symbolizes. But today is 
his last as a member of the House. 
Tomorrow he will give up the massive, 
curved, two-tiered desk, with the two 
small American flags flanking him and 
the ostentatious fountain outside his 
door. 
The military brass have already bade 
him farewell. It was a $27,158 farewell, 
with a blaring of trumpets and rolling of 
drums, in Herbert’s home town of New 
Orleans. Four military bands, one from 
each of the services, played swan songs 
for the old curmudgeon The Army also 
flew in its 60-man Chorus and Herald 
Trumpets, which usually serenades 
heads of state 


It was the least the Pentagon could do 
for the hero of so many military budget 
battles. 
Footnote: Conrad acknowledged that 
he had helped Hebert write both books. 
He couldn’t recall whether he was paid 
for his work on the first book, he said, 
but he worked on the second book “ dur­ 
ing my vacation tim e." 
Neither Burguieres nor McMillan, 
both still on the public payroll, would 
talk to our reporters. “ Congressman 
Hebert has issued o rd e rs," each 
repeated, “ that no one on his staff is to 
talk to Jack Anderson or anyone on his 
staff." 
Hebert gave the same response from 
New Orleans. “ I have nothing to say to 
Jack Anderson or any member of his 
staff," he growled. When we pressed him 
for his side of the story, he said: “ I don’t 
want to hang up " Then he did.

Little more than an 
accidental asterisk 


WASHINGTON - (NEA) - During 
the campaign the White House issued an 
81 -page rev iew of w hat it considered to 
be the major accomplishments of Gerald 
Ford's two years in office. It was not 
greatly impressive. The president hadn’t 
had time to shake the world, it was ex­ 
plained, “ but 
watch 
him in the next four 
years.” 
There will not of 
course be four more 
years for Jerry Ford 
Hence the contents of 
his 81-page review will 
have to stand as the 
complete story of his 
administration. 
The 
campaign booklet will 
be shelved alongside 
the legacies of other 
presidents, where, in­ 
e v i t a b l y . 
h is t o r y 
rather than voters will 
d r a w 
f i n a l 
con- 
clusinos. 
How will the presi­ 
dent compare to his 37 predecessors? 
Even from this close distance in time it 
seems clear he will not rank with the 
legends. Ford has not been a Lincoln. 
Most probably he’ll be remembered as 
(1) the first appointed president, (2) the 
man who replaced and pardoned Richard 
Nixon, and. after this, for very little. 


He will not likely become a historic 
pun, as is Millard Fillmore, “ the first 
president to have an iron cookstove in 
the White House " Nor will he be leveled 
to the likes of Chester A Arthur, whose

administration was so lacking in sub­ 
stance that though the president seldom 
rose before 9:30 each morning neither 
did he miss much. 
And certainly Ford’s image will 
forever remain more interesting than 
that of, say, Van Buren, or Tyler, or 
Pierce, or Buchanan. These men served 
before the recording of history was 
relentlessly and awesomely efficient. 
Ford will live on, for better or worse, by 
virtue of the billions of words and 
photographs describing his time. 


Still, alongside the heritage of Je f­ 
ferson, or that of either Roosevelt, it is 
fair to guess Mr. Ford will be little more 
than an accidental asterisk. And only the 
charitable will insist this is because he 
had so little time. The sounder explana­ 
tion may be that he did not use what time 
he had more wisely and productively. 


Ford took office with an opportunity 
granted no other leader in American 
history, that of owing virtually no one 
for his good fortune. He did not have 
political debts to pay. He did not rise 
with the help of special interests. He did 
not even have a constituency to pander 
to, actually, since he was unelf cted. And 
yet he has been unable to take an advan­ 
tage which would distinguish his reign 


Nowhere has this failure been more 
apparent than regards the nation’s 
energy dilemma. When Ford was in­ 
augurated he deplored A m erica’s 
reliance on foreign sources for what was 
about 25 per cent of its oil. Now the na­ 
tion imports more than 40 per cent of its 
petroleum, at a cost ($35 billion) that has 
doubled since the Ford appointment. 


The president has continued to compla­ 
in about energy problems But not so 
the nation has been moved, or provoked, 
or shoved, into responding Coal produc­ 
tion is flat, national gas flow continues in 
a steady decline, the domestic output of 
oil is at the lowest point in 10 years. And 
after two years in office the administra­ 
tion concedes that “ our vulnerability to 
another oil embargo is very serious." 


No time? In two years John Kennedy 
launched America toward the moon; in 
his first months in office Harry Truman 
brought a world war to a premature end , 
in 100 days Franklin Roosevelt set 
legislation in motion that lifted the na­ 
tion from its knees. History is seldom in­ 
terested in excuses when making its 
evaluations. And so Jerry Ford’s 81 
pages will probably be of small weight on 
the presidential shelf. 


He has been decent — his swine flu 
decision, however controversial, was his 
finest and most compassionate moment. 
He has also been lionest. And, in his way, 
he has subscribed to Gandhi's definition 
of authority : “ President means the chief 
servant." But he has not made any dif­ 
ference, and that is what the textbooks 
may record. 


What might have been? Particularly 
with four more years. We will not know. 
A poet once wrote that some men in 
authority grow to think that security, not 
progress, is the sum of statecraft, 
Gerald R Ford? If history is too rough, 
it will at least mourn the lost oppor­ 
tunity.

Does Brown 
have the 


balance? 


WASHINGTON - (NEA) - When 
Harold Brown is busy on a problem, a 
beautiful dancing girl could do a 
striptease in his office and he’d never lift 
an eye, says one old Pentagon friend. It’s 
not that Brown has no eye for beauty. 
Witness his choice of a wife. But his 
powers of concentra­ 
tion are enorm ous. 
And he’s a bug for 
work. 
T h a t ’ s 
one 
c a t e g o r i z a t i o n of 
President-elect 
Carter’s selection for 
secretary of Defense. 
The s ame friend 
adds that Brown, now 
p r e s i d e n t of the 
California Institute of 
Technology, can get so 
involved in the details 
of a problem , and 
spend so many hours, 
or days, in pursuing 
the intellectually in­ 
triguing minutiae in­ 
volved that it is impossible to get him 
down to talking on practical, urgent mat­ 
ters at hand. 
Another high-level civilian bureaucrat 
concurs. “ When he was secretary of the 
Air Force, pressing problems of major 
importance would lie on his desk for 
days, while we all went crazy knowing 
we had deadlines to meet. Brown would 
be tied up attacking some minor but 
fascinating technical dilem m a." 


TTiis isn’t to say Brown spent all his 
time on trivia, the bureaucrat adds 
hastily; Brown was attracted by any 
theoretical or technical matter — and 
was truly ingenious in his attacks on an 
array of perplexing scientific problems 
in Air Force weaponry. TTie difficulty 
was he wasn’t much interested in 
anything else. 


However, with all his pluses and 
minuses taken into account — including 
a certain intellectual arrogance and dis­ 
dain for those lacking technical know­ 
how — Brown, I’ve found, will be 
welcomed back at the Pentagon. In part, 
but not entirely, it’s because he went 
along with those programs, including the 
big weapons, that the uniformed military 
wanted. He was, then, at least a backer 
of the B-l 


But Brown may have changed. Once 
known as a hardliner because of his sup­ 
port for hefty bombing in the Vietnam 
war, Brown has of late acquired a 
reputation for softness toward the Rus­ 
sians. This, it is understood, is primarily 
because of the stands he has taken as a 
participant in the Strategic Arms 
Limitation Talks (SALT) with the Soviet 
Union. 


My own sources (in this case 
hardliners) have a different interpreta­ 
tion of Brown's disarmament actions. 
Concern over what Brown will agree to 
in SALT worries men here who have 
worked with him in these talks. But the 
worry is not based on fear Brown is a 
dove. It’s rather that they have found, 
curiously enough, that the new defense 
secretary has been, in their mind, willing 
to go along with fuzzy agreements with 
the Russians — agreements so loosely 
worded they leave the door open for the 
Russians to do about what they want. 


That this worry is not an illusion has 
been demonstrated this past year by 
Russian violations of what Washington 
understood to be the guts of the first 
SALT agreement. After complaints were 
made by Secretary of State Henry Kis­ 
singer s men, it was found the problem 
lay in the treaty’s language. It was possi­ 
ble, through somewhat shifty analysis, to 
show that the language permitted mis­ 
sile improvements and force buildups 
the U S negotiators had thought were 
prohibited, at least it did in Russian 
eyes. 


Now it is passing strange that a scien­ 
tist so intent on detail in technology as 
Brown could be, as reported, so lax in his 
thinking on the language in technical 
treaty discussions But such, I guess, is 
the nature of men. 


The problem all this raises is clear. 
When Dr. Brown gets outside his own 
technical specialty — even in the lateral 
aspects of nuclear technology — does he 
lose the balance and ability for hard- 
headed questioning which serve him so 
well on his own turf?
